The message begins by *escrining
the present prosper.ty of the country
and contrasting 1iis importance and
eize with what it was at the time of
taking of the first census in 1899.
Then it numbered bt five million
people and composed but nine hun-
dred square miles.

THE CHINESE TROUBLE.

The President devotes considerable
space to the history of the Chinese
troubles and pays a splendid tribute
to the herolsm of American soldiers.
sailors and marines who rescued the
band in the legation,

“In all the stirring chapter,” he
siays, "which records the heroism of
the devoted band, clinging to hope in
the face of derpair, and the undaunted
spirit that led their rellevers through
battle and suffering to the goal, it is
a4 memory of which my country may
be justly proud that the honor of our
flag was maintained alike in the siega
and the rescue, and that stout Ameri-
can hearts have again set high, in
fervent emulation wjth ¢rue men of
other races and languages, the in-
dominatable courage that ever strives
for the cause of right and justice ™

THE MATTER OF INDEMNITY.

The President looks uwpon the matter
of indemnity for our citizens who
have suffered by the Boxer outrages
as 1 matter of grave concern.

Compen=ation in part will come, he
thinks, in benefits Mrived from the
opening of China to the equal com-
merce of the world, He expresses the
hope that the powers will not attempt
to force demands from China the Im-
perial government will be unanle to
mreet,

Our success: at the Paris Exposition

Regarding the Niearaguan Canal, he
commence the “early attention of the
Senate to the conventlon with Groat
Britain to facilitite the consiruction of
such a canal and to remove any objec-
tion which might arize out of the con-
vention commonly called the “Clayton-
Bulwer treaty." y *

FAITH IN ABDUL,

He belleves thet the Sultan of Tur-
key will pay the money he owes us,

“His Majesty's good disposition in
this regard.” savs the President, “has
been eveldenccd by the Issuance of an
trade for the rebuliding of the Amer-

SCOLES THE SENATE.

He scores the Senate rather severely
for its failure to act upen the commer-
clal convention submitted to that body
during the lasi session and says that
much dizappointment among the inter-
ests affected hos been caused thereby.

NATIONAL REVENUES.

The gurplus revenues for the last fis-
cal year were $79.527,060.18, he says.
The six preceding years showed only
deficits, the aggregate of which
smounted to more than two hundred
million dollars,

FOREIGN TRADE.

Our foreign trade shows+a remarka-
ble record of indastrial and enrimer-
cial progress, he says, and on neccount
of this wonderful prosperity he advo-
cates cutting down the war revenue
taxes to the mauont of thirty millions
annually. Those taxes which are most
burdensome to the people should be
lopped off,

SOVEREIGNTY IN THE PHILIP-
PINES,

He reiterates his former determina-
tion to uphold the sovereignty of the
United States in the Philippines as in
all other places where our flag right-
fully floats.

Speaking of the Filipinos, whom he
calls the “wards of the_ mnation,” he
says that our obligation as guardian
was not lightly assumed and must bL>»
honestly fulfilled and prediets bound-
less prosperity for our Island posses
sionse,

INCREASED ARMY AND NAVY.

The President declares for a Paclfic
cable, for anti-trust laws that will sup-
prese those combinations that are
hurtful to trade, asks for an army of
100,000 men and advocates Becretary
Long's recommendations for the Navy.

Fle pays a high compliment to the
efficiency of both the land and sea ser-
vice, pralses the administration in
Forto Rico, says the new census bu-
rean has accomplished gratifying re-
#ults and concludes his message by
urging Congress to practice economy
and not allow the wonderful proaperi-
ity to lead it into oxtravagance.

On the subject of trusts the Presi-
dent says:

The President advises an increase in
the army i nthe following language:

The present strength of the army i3
100,000 men-——65.00 regnlars and 3§5,000
volunteers. Under the act of March
2, 1899, on the 30th of June next the
present volunteer force will be dis-
charged and the regular army will be
reduced to 2,447 officers and 29,025

isted men.

n 1888 a board of officers convened
by President Cleveland adopted a
comprehensive scheme of coast-de-
fense fortifications, which involved
the outlay of something over $100,000,-
000. This plan recelved the approval
of the Congress, and since then regu-
lar appropriations have been made
and the work of fortification has
steadily progressed.

More than sixty millions of dollars
have been inve ted | na great number
of forts and guns, with all the com-
plicated and scfentific machinery and
electrical appliances necessary for
their use. The proper care of this de-
fensive machinery requires men train-
ed in its use. The number cof men
necessary to perform thiz duty alone
is ascertained by the War Department,
at a minimum allowance, to be 18-
420,

There are fifty-eight or more mili-
tary poees In the United Statos other
than the coast-defense {ortifications.

The number of hese posis is heineg
constantly increased by the Congress.
More than S!.’z,li{lil.li:“}a have been ex-
pended in-bullding d equipment, and
they can only be cared for by the reg-
nlar army. ‘The posts now In exbat-
‘ence and others to be huilt provide for
aceommodations for, and, if fully gar-
risoned, require 26,000 troops. Many of
theso posts cre along our frontier or
at important strategi¢’ points, the oc-
cupation of vhich g~ necessary.

CIVIL SERVICE IN THE PHILIP-
PINES,

The following recommendation is
made concerning the civil service in
the Philippines:

“The United States clvil servics com-
misslon is directed to render such as-
slstanoe as may be practicable to the
civil serviee board, created under the
act of the United States Philippine
commission, for the establishment ani
maintenance of an honeat and effici-nt
elvil service in the Phillppine Izlands,
and for that purpose to conduet exami-
nations for the clvil service of the Phil-
ippine Islands, upon the requast of the
civil service board of said {:lands un-
der such regulations as may be agreocd
upon by the sald board and the sald
United States civil service commis-
sion."
